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1. During a conversation at a social 

gathering yesterday evening, I asked Senator Sam Ervin (D. , N. C. ) of 
his plans regarding reintroduction of the "E rvin bill," to protect the 
rights of Federal employees, during this session of the Congress. 

The Senator said good-naturedly that apparently the Agency wasn't going 
to let him pass it in its original form and he might have to give the 
Agency a complete exemption. He went on to speak of his serious 
concern over the investigative activities of the armed services which 
have recently been revealed and said he was thinking of legislation that 
would limit the authority to conduct such investigations to the FBI and CIA.

I talked to Mr. Henderson about the Ervin bill, which is no longer 
being handled by Henderson's Subcommittee but has been turned over to 
Representative James M. Hanley's Subcommittee on Employee Benefits. 
Hende rson said he would gladly help us any way he could and suggested that 
we talk to Representatives Hanley, Brasco, Udall, Wilson, White and 
Hogan of the Subcommittee. He also recommended tfyat we get Chairman 
Hebert, House Armed Services Committee, to register his concern to 
Chairman Dulski, of the full Post Office and Civil Service Committee, and 
that we try to get Representative Ichord, Chairman of the House Internal 
Security Committee, also to speak up in our behalf to Chairman Dulski or 
or Chairman Hanley. 


Mr. Henderson commented that it was worth noting that in the past 
couple of years there had been virtually no serious complaints from 
Federal employees about the kind of abuses which the Ervin bill was 
designed to correct. 
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Met with Chairman F. Edward Hebert, House 
Armed Services Committee, and reviewed plans for Thursday's briefing 
by the Director of the full Armed Services Committee. Mr. Hebert said 
he would like to have all the subjects which I suggested covered, plus the 
situation in Ecuador and Soviet R&D. I pointed out this might run to nearly 
three hours. Hebert said in this case he would hold off any questions 
until the full briefing had been completed, and we would return after lunch 
to answer questions. He said the Committee policy was to give each member 
five minutes for questions and this would run to nearly three and a half hours 
if all took advantage of it, but he was in no position to deviate from this 
rule. He said he was concerned about security in the Committee and we
